The third party’s campaign committee 
hoped that he would win. thousands of 
recruits and kindle a zeal which would 
fire the yeomanry of the state with en- 
thusiasm for the new party. Instead, 
they saw that his presence in the state 
antagonized an elenrent which was apa- 
thetic, On every side it was being said 
that General Weaver and Mrs. Lease 
would cause 20,000 democratic ‘voters to 
go to the polls who would have stayed 
away. ;

A brief, but very significant telegram 
appeared among our dispatches yester- 
day. For fear that it may have escaped 
the attention of our readers we dgsire to 
give it the prominence which it deserves 


by producing it in this place. It is as 
follows: 

York, September 22.—The assembly 
district leaders of New York democracy known 
as “anti-enappers,’’ met at 115 East Four- 
teenth street and remained in session until 
nearly midnight discussing a resolution offered 
by F. M. Scott. It provides for the appoint- 
ment of a committee to confer with the 
national democratic committee and get an 
expression of its wishes as to the best and 


most useful means to be adopted by the -or-: 


ganization to insure a full democratic vote in 
the city of New York. The resolution was 
finally adopted’ and a ‘committee consist- 
ing of.one man from each congressional dis- 


trict was appointed. 
Ex-Mayor Grace was chairman of the com- 


mittee. It was not detided to put an anti- 
Tammany ticket in the fleid, but no assur. 
ance was given that such a ticket might not 
be named. 

This dispatch becomes interesting when 
it is remembered that the F. M. Scott 
mentioned as the movant of the resolution 
is no less a person than the Francis M. 
Scott who headed the movement in 1890 
to defeat the democratic municipal ticket 
in New York. It becomes important when 
it follows a declaration from no less a 
republican authority than Shepard’s Mail 
and Express that “the Grace local ma- 
chine and the other anti-Tammany demo- 
cratic organizations are casting about for 


an anchor to tie up to, and if they suc-. 


ceed in finding one they will not support 
the Tammay mayoralty ticket.” 

The true inwardness of the scheme is 
still further developed when .The Mail 
and Express declares that “it is no secret 
that ever since his return to the city ex- 
Mayor Grace has been coquetting with 
some of the republican county leaders, 
and that he has urged a union of forces 
against the Tammany ticket, the under- 
standing being that the anti-Tammany 
orgaizations should place assembly can- 
didates in the field In every district, thus 
insuring the defeat of several Tammany 
legislative candidates in districts that 
have democratic majorities.” 

Compare the dispatch with these repub- 


‘Hean statements, which are embodied in 


an article protesting against a combination 
with the Grace faction, and the reasons 
why New York is considered doubtful at 
this time very clearly appear. We see 
in the proposed formal conference of the 
anti-snappers with the national democrat- 
ic committee something more than the 


» perfunctory officiousness of men who de- 


sire to make themselves conspicuous. Why 
should the anti-snappers through a com- 
mittee, or in any other way, hold a‘con- 
ference with the national committee as 
to “the best and most useful means to 
be adopted by the organization to insure 
a, full democratic vote in the city of New 
York.” There is but one way to accom- 
plish that result, and common sense sug- 
gests what that. should be. 

Let the anti-snappers follow the exam- 
ple of other democratic clubs or associa- 
tions that are engaged in campaign work. 
Let them give a-cordial support them- 
selves to the nominees of the democratic 
party. Let them respect and uphold the 
authority of the regular democratic or- 
ganization, and urge their followers and 
friends to do the same. There is but one 
democratic method of getting out voters, 
and that is to approach them with the 
earnest enthusiasm that inspires the re 
spect even of opponents. Bribery, cor- 
ruption, entangling alliances and al} other 
dishonest methods should be left to the re- 
publicans. The national democratio com- 
mittee can give the members of the anti- 
snapper committee no more information 
in regard

The Boe- 
ton Herald reports; “Only one cotton mill 
has been built as yet in Shanghai, but that 
has been in existance, in full working order, 
for over a year, and has demonstrated satis- 
factorily that Chinese cotton can be worked 
into coarse cotton cloth of a superior quality. 
The power of this mill at present is 550 looms 
and 21,000 spindles, and the turnout is 180,- 
000 yards per week. All the operatives are 
Chinese, and the company is also purely na- 
tive. The present outlook of such an industry 
in--Ohina is excellent. All the cloth thus 
made has a ready sale at high prices."’ South- 
ern cotton millers will do well to note these 
facts. They cannot long compete with the 
Chinese in the manufacture of coarse 

which will invade this country also, in time, if 
it is to the interest of the northern states.

A weather prophet in Pennsylvania notes 
that snipe have gope south later than usual, 
that woolicock are still molting, rattlesnakes 
are yet crawling over the huckleberry patches, 
and toons are poor as a crow.

Editor Constitution—In The Atlanta Journal 
of September 22d, in an article, the headline 
of which is “The Printers’ Strike,” signed & 
M. White, appears a statement detrimental to

the Typographical Union. Its business was 
also to settle all troubles of a similar charac- 
ter, and during its term. of office it settled 
various troubles in Atlanta, and settled them 
satisfactorily. 

The attention of our district assembly was 
called to the trouble between The Constitution 
and the. Typographical Union. The latter, 
which brought the matter before us, agreed tq 
abide by the judgment of this committee of 
the Knights of Labor. We took the matter up 
and gave it careful consideration, and finally 
decided the question on the agreement. that 
beth sides were to submit such matters in 
future, to arbitration should there be - any 
complaint on the part of the employes which 
could not be adjusted in conference between 
employes and employers, ; 

Arbitration is the cardinal principle of all 
labor organizations, and especially of the 
Kaights of Labor. We are actuated by no 
unreasonable motires, and it is our purpose 
above:-ali things to do that which is right, and 
nothing can so easily settle, without preju- 
dice, any misunderstanding or disagreement 
as the judgment of a board of arbitration 
composed of reasonable and fair-minded men. 
The Constitution went so far as to agree 
that such arbitration should be left entirely 
to members of the Knights of Labor, es ap 
pears in the statement of the agreemnet pub- 
lished im The Constitution two days ago. 

In the article referred to above, signed 8. 
M. White, the statement is made that the 
settlement agreed upon was a ‘‘sell out’ on 
our part. We pronounce this as absolutely 
and unqualifiedly false, and every working 
man in-Atlanta who knows the character of 
the members of this committee will sub- 
stantiate our statement. : 

We do not intend toe enter into the pending 
controversy between the Typographical Union 
and. The. Constitution further than to say that 
in good faith the terms of the agreement of 
1886 should be now adhered to by both 
parties. Our sympathies and personal in- 
terests have always been with the laboring 


classes. We are laboring men ourselves. But. 


while we work, we have integrity and no man, 
if he is a gentleman, shall impugn the motives 
of our public or our private ends.

It is true, many years ‘May elapse before 
this country can compare to Germany. Now, 
she is the nucleus around which the world of 
melody revolves, but can there not be many 
disciples on this continent? From Alaska to 
the Rio Grande, from the Rio Grande to the 
shores of the Pacific ocean? 

Never did Shakespeare write truer lines or 
in fewer words embrace a larger thought than 


“The man who hath no music in his soul, 
Nor is not moyed by concert of sweet sounds, 
Is fit for treason, stratagem and spoils; 

The motions of his spirit are dull as night, 
And his affections dark as Erebus— 

Let no such man be trusted.” 


By observation we notice that as a people 
progress in civilization and refinement music 
is an invariable accompaniment; indeed, the 
two seem to go hand in hand. Poor indeed 
must be the dwelling in which no kind of a 
musical instrument is to be found. 

“There are chords in the human heart, 
strange, varying chords, that are struck only 
by accident,” and there are few who are not 
mored by some strain—whether glad or sad, 
gay or pensive. Did not the lyre of Orpheus 
draw trees, stones, the birds of the air and 
beasts of the fiéid round him? ‘We have even 
read where serpents have been brought to sub- 
mission by seducing strains of the snake 
charmer.

REV. M. K. ADAMS TALKS ABOUT {T. 


Heiss Missionaryito India, and He Tells 


One of the most prominent men attending 
the Firsg Christian church convention has 
been Rev. M. D. Adams,- missionary to 
India. Mr. Adams has -aporst to this 
country temporarily and is attending the 
different’ conventions of the Christian 
church. 

Thinking that he could tell many imterest- 
ing things about his work and the~country 
a Constitution reporter sought him on. yes- 
terday. He was found on the point of leav- 
ing for Chattanooga, and the interview was 
unfortunately short, but he managed to tell 
some interesting facts in the few minutes at 
his disposal. 

Rev. Mr. Adams is a tall, English looking 
man, with a nearly clean shaved face and a 
decidedly clerical air and apparently in 
middle life. He has a quick, striking and 


very agreeable way of talking. 
In response to questions, Mr. Adams said 
that he was originally from Indiana, that 
he had been a missionary for nine years, all 
of which time he has spent in the city of 
Bilaspur, Centra] province, India. 

Where It Ist 

Bilaspur is on the plains, though only thir- 
ty miles away from the mountains. 

It is in the central part of India west of 
Bengal, and about three hundred miles 
southeast of Ragputana, which has been 
made so well known by Kipling’s “The 
Nanlahka.” It is a large city though not 
one of the most important. 

‘The people are mostly of the 
and therefore akin to the ft ng trartbome 
America—even if several degrees ceevntiy 
But they are not 6f the pure blood, bein Leriginal | 
more or less mingled gy the aborigin 
or Dravidian tribes. It is the varying de 
gress of the intermixture of thse two races 
witch makes the principal differences be- 
tween the people of the various provinces. 
Thus the people of the Central province are 
more tnixed ja blood than the Rajpoots, the 
purest Aryan race in India, and are there- 
fore soméwhat darker and different in other 
respects, but more like them than some of 
the other divisions of the population. The 
people are black, but not very black, and not 
at all like the negro, They vary greatly, 
especially according to class, and some of 
them are handsome specimens, though, per- 
haps, not exactly according to American 
ideas, 

The Climate and Dress. 


“Ts it hot where you are stationed?” 

“T should say it ia, the thermometer goes 
up to 180 degress Fahrenheit in the sun 
and to 110 degrees inside of our bungalows. 
On the verandas in the shade it is almost 
sun heat. Then this heat is continuous; it 
lasts for six months. 

‘There are three seasons. The first dry, 
hot season begins with March and lasts 
till June 15th: the Fiene be aud a season 
from June 15th ta October th, and the 
cool season from then until Merce The 
last are the only comfortable months. Then 
it is just about the temperature that it is 
here now. The way I know I have on a 
coat now which I can wear there only in 
the cool season—it Js much too heavy for 
the rest of the year.’ 

“Are the people dressed much?” 

“Very little. The men usually wear a 
small cloth around the loins and nothing 
else—indeed, it is not a very uncommon 
sight to see ‘them without the cloth. Some 
times in cool weather they wear a sort of 
cloak over the shoulders. The better class- 
es wear then a woollen blanket. and are us- 
ually more dressed than the lower, still 
they, too, frequently wear only the loin 
cloth. The women wear usually a single 
cloth garment, loose and almost without 
shape to the western eye.” 

The Agricultural Work Done. 


ar any work done during the hot sea- 
n?? : 


“Almost none? Perhaps a little farm 
work on the rice crops, but the srops usual- 
ly are begun at the beginning of the rainy 
season and are matured shortly after the 
beginning of the cool. Immense quantities 
of wheat are raised. If it were not for In- 
dia’s wheat crops our western wheat would 
be worth double its present value. Cotton 
is raised but it does not affect the Ameri- 
can crop so much—very little—because they 
can’t equal the American cotton,” 

The Condition of the People. 


“The population is very numerous, and 
ignorant and superstitious to the last de- 
gree. The statistics show that only 4 per 
cent are able to read and write. But they 
are under English rule and many of their 
evil practices and curious customs are thus 
stopped.
